MINUTES OF A MEETING OF THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS OF CONCORDIA 
UNIVERSITY HELD ON THURSDAY, NOVEMBER 11, 1976 AT 12 NOON 
IN THE HALL BUILDING.

OPEN SESSION 
1. Chairman's remarks 
(i) In response to a request from the Chairman, the Board stood in silence for two 
minutes to honour the memory of the fallen on this Armistice Day, November 11, 
1976. 


(i1) The Chairman expressed the congratulations of the Board to Dr. O'Brien who had 
recently had conferred upon him by Bishop's University an honorary degree and 
who would be similarly honoured by McGill University on November 17, 1976. 
The Board warmly applauded this announcement. 


Ze Minutes of the previous (October 14, 1976) meeting 
The Chancellor pointed out that the first sentence in section 2 of the minutes of the 
closed session should read "The Chancellor presented one name for an honorary degree to 


be conferred at the Fall Convocation." 


With this correction and on a motion duly made and seconded, the minutes of the 
previous meeting were approved. 


3. Selection of faculty members for nomination to the Board 


On behalf of the Board's Committee to deal with this subject, its Chairman, Professor 
Adam Dickie, made the following brief report: 


(i) "The Committee had met and had agreed not to report to the Board until the 
question of the future of science in Concordia University had been settled; 


(i1) The Committee's final report might involve an amendment to the By-laws." 


On a motion duly made and seconded, Professor Dickie's report was adopted. 
Rector's remarks 


Dr. O'Brien spoke on the future of science at Concordia, sketched the background of this 
problem from its formulation in the merger document and brought the Board up-to-date 
on developments from the Bordan Report to the recent series of three meetings of Senate. 
As a result of these meetings, the problem had now become the future of arts and science 
in Concordia University. Because of the important inter-relationship between Arts and 
Science, there was now a general feeling that Concordia University must consider the 
future of Arts as well as of Science and that these futures would have to be dealt with as 
one set of problems. Senate had now referred these problems to the Academic Deans who 
are to act as a Committee and to report their findings at the February meeting of the 
Senate; progress reports would be made at the December and January meetings of that 
body. 


In view of these developments, Senate asked the Board of Governors to postpone its 
discussions until its March meeting. 


It was suggested that in the meantime Governors, who had views on the subject of the 
debate, might wish to communicate these views either to the Rector or to the Chairman. 
Mr. Grassby suggested that the Committee of Academic Deans should address itself to 
the task of bringing forward recommendations which would increase Concordia 
University's competitive position in the university world and in particular would foster 
the emergence of some outstanding areas of activity for which Concordia would become 
widely known. Professor Bordan assured the Board that the Committee of Academic 
Deans was already deeply concerned with the competitive position of the University. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the Board accepted the limited delay in bringing the 
matter of the future of science before the Board, as explained by the Rector. 


Reports of the Vice-Rectors 


Father Graham circulated a statistical report on the current enrolment figures for 1976/77 
and explained them. These figures pertain to the September/October registration and are 
divided into full-time and part-time students. 


The Rector stated that the financial position of the University, as reported earlier, was 
consistent with these figures. January entrants and enrolment in the summer session must 


be kept in mind in looking at the overall financial picture for the year. 


A copy of the statistical report will be put into the Minute Book. 


6. New Business 
The Chairman announced that the Fall Convocation would take place on Sunday, 


November 21, 1976 at 2.30 p.m. in the Place des Arts. He hoped that there would be a 
good turn-out of Governors.
